CALIFORNIA LEGISLATURE. 


XXVIIIiH SESSION'—FIRST DAY. 


SEN ATE. 
Sacramento, Januarv 7,1889. 
At precisely 12 o'clock, noon, President pro 
tom. Stephen M. White called the Senate to 
order, requested the Senators to assume their 
seats and said: 
“Senators: In the absence of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who, owing to the death of the Gov­ 
ernor, has been called to the discharge of the 
functions oi the executive office, it becomes inv 
duty, as President pro tempore, to call the Sen­ 
ate to order. The Chaplain will please offer 
prayer.” 
Rev. H. C. Christian, Chaplain of the last 
session, offered the following 
PRAYER. 
Oh God, Our Father in Heaven, we invoke 
rhv presence in the opening of the Senate to­ 
day, and Thy blessing upon all these Thy serv­ 
ants who represent the people of this great com­ 
monwealth in this legislative hall. May all 
that they do be done in wisdom, in truth in 
temperance, in justice, and Thou shalt have the 
glory forever and ever. Amen. 
SENATOR WHITE'S OPENING REMARKS. 
The President pro tem then addressed the 
Senate as follows: 
Senator*: The extraordinary occurrence which 
has imposed this obligation upon me should not 
pass unnoticed. For the lirst lime in her his­ 
tory, California has mourned thu death of her 
Chief Magistrate. When the twentv-seventh 
session oi the Legislature elosed. we left our 
late Governor engaged in the arduous labor of 
examining the results of our tardy efforts. We 
bade him adieu, knowing that he would never 
sanction any measure that did not, in his judg­ 
ment, accord with the welfare of the common­ 
wealth. He iiuished that task, but his health, 
impaired by an insidious malady, was impotent 
to withstand the drain of his great exertion lie 
finally succumbed. He was laid to rest, amid 
the sighs of a regretful people, close to that 
beauiiiul harbor upon whose shores he had 
sjient his choicest days, and where were located 
those historic scenes in which he had acted so 
prominent a part. 
Washington Bartlett was indeed a man. He 
faithfully discharged his duly to his fellows. 
He was a citizen whothoroughlveomprehended 
the privileges of his franchise, lie was an officer 
zealous in the performance of accepted trusts, 
glad toaokuowledgethepopularity which all ac­ 
corded him, but never seeking applause at the 
Price of sacrificing the integrity of his opinions. 
He had studied the laws oi the couutry—not to 
evade, but to support and m aintain them. Con­ 
tent to accept the reward which he found iii 
the knowledge of his rectitude.he held position 
not for self aggrandizement, but for the com­ 
mon benefit. in a ministerial capacity he was 
affable, economical, efficient. As a Senator he 
occupied a sea*, in this chamber to his constitu­ 
ents' advantage and that justice and fair gov­ 
ernment might be promoted. 
The votes which are east here cannot be repu­ 
diated. The record stands for all time. Meas­ 
ures may accomplish or tail to accomplish tneir 
purposes. That which is popular to-day may­ 
be otherwise to-morrow, Folíeles may change 
and individuals alter their views. 
Public 
clamor often induces the cowardly to yield ac­ 
quiescence to unreasonable demand cupidity 
may tempt and allure from the walks of honor, 
and weak conscience and uncertain judgment 
sometimes permit unworthy motives to dictate 
legislation, but in any and all events the turn 
ol a page will be sufficient to give the troth to 
biography, and to disclose the real worth ol him 
who wag sent here to act in accordance with 
the mandates of the Constitution. 
The journals of this body, like all other evi­ 
dences ol his conduct, uuilormallv certify to 
the honesty und strong sense of Governor Bart­ 
lett. Twice elected Mayor of the metropolis of 
the Pacific, lie was a publie servant who smiled 
at the threats of greedy and unscrupulous 
power, and whose integrity was so fully recog­ 
nized that the corruptionists never darkened 
his door. 
His fellow-citizens, understanding the rare 
combination of qualities which he possessed, 
raised him to the highest station within their 
direct gitt. His short career as Governor fur­ 
nished certain proof that this great confidence 
was not misplaced. 
Washington Bartlett was a pioneer. He be­ 
longed to that hardy band—the founders of this 
great State—who, despite obstacles, before 
deemed insuperable, brought the stars and 
stripes to the western coast and gave to those 
who are in present enjoyment of the blessing 
and to multitudes yet to be, a matchless land 
controlled by a modified und adapted common 
law administered wisely and construed with 
wisdom and liberality. He had witnessed Cal- 
llornia struggling ior recognition, lie aecom- 
l 
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allotted duty done, following numbers of the 
companions of his earlier manhood, he joined 
the ranks of the many w hose deeds had all 
been chronicled. His death was a loss, great 
indeed, but yet the penalty of nature. His ex­ 
ample is of inestimable value. It teaches that 
a stead}-, sensible and honorable lile is not with­ 
out reward; that the flash and glare of moment­ 
ary though brilliant success is not requisite to 
lasliDg fame, but that intelligence and fidelity 
are essential to accomplishment of the greatest 
and most enduring good. And though the lone 
bugler s last call has died away and the mourn 
ers have returned “ where s'tauds the vacant 
chair, the people of this commonwealth will 
not forget the history anil virtues of Washing­ 
ton Bartlett. 
senators, under the Constitution, twenty mem­ 
bers of the last Senate should have returned 
here, some of those who participated in the 
last session have been re-elected and are about 
to qualify : but there is one who is noted as ab­ 
sent but who had not completed his term of 
office. A. L. Chandler is not here. He too has 
gone before the final tribunal. Iu fullness of 
mental vigor, In the enjoyment ot seeming 
h< allh, he was taken from his family, his friends 
and his State. He was an upright man ; a Sen­ 
ator whose extended incumbency left an un­ 
blemished record it is fitting that some tribute 
to his memo y should emanate from this < hair 
which he so often addressed, in the tone at:d 
K'uliment of a legislator truly striving to up­ 
hold the right. It is not my wish to occupy 
your timo i eulog.es, however appropriate, but 
in the pursuit of our ordinary avocations arid in 
the consummation of the charges that r*-‘-t upon 
us, rt is prop- r that we should pause when one 
of our as-ociates has passed awav. paying the 
meed of respect that is his due, aed siguifving 
our appreciation of his high trai s of ei i.racier 
and of tne good that he has <1 me. 
1 will not claim your attention in speaking of 
the duties which are before us. They are thor­ 
oughly understood. 
Legislators do not usually receive much com­ 
mendation. Perhaps they do not ahvass de­ 
serve it. hut it may not be amiss to remark that 
it is olten the practice to attack measures after 
their passage tuto laws, when, perhaps, well- 
directed criticism in advance would have ex­ 
posed the weakness, or tendered the inuti ity of 
the proposed enactment apparent. I believe 
that 110 Senator will feel otherwise than pleased 
at just comment upon his course. 
If the press will use its power in suggesting 
the dangers of mistaken legislation befitre it is 
too late, and specifying the particular matter at 
which the objection Is leveled,! do not doubt 
that much advantage will result. 
1 kuow that I am but expressing vour views 
when I say thnt we will at all times be more 
than ready to receive and carefully consider 
such suggestion as may come from the distin­ 
guished citizen who occupies the Executive 
office. 
I trust that whatever policies we may adopt, 
and whatever line of conduct we mav pursue, 
no conclusion will be reached that is' not sup­ 
ported aud dictated by sound and intelligent 
judgment.

The newiy-eleeted Senators came forward, 
four at a time, and took and subscribed to the 
following oath administered by the President 
pro tem- 
"Yon, and each of you, <*osolemnlv swear that 
you will support the Constitution of' the United 
States ami the Constitution of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, and that you willlfaithfully discharge the 
duty of Slate Seiator to the best of your abilitv. 
so help you God.” 
FORGOT m s CERTIFICATE. 
The President pro tem. announced that il 
would be well for Senators in going forward to 
be sworn to pass in their certificates. When the 
veteran Senator from San Joaquin, B. F. Lang­ 
ford. appeared he was without his certificate 
and the Chair remarked, "One ot the Senators 
is so used to being elected that he has forgotten 
his certificate.” 
TEMPORARY OFFICERS. 
The President pro tem —I will sut> at this 
time that the officers of the Senate of tlio twenty- 
feventh session will remain in charge of tbelr 
various places for the present. There will be 
no temporary change so far as the Chair is con­ 
cerned and the matter will be arranged later 
ou. The Secretary will prepare a list showing 
such officers as are actually present and in the 
discharge of their duty. 
There were at the desk Assistant Secretaries 
J. J. McCarthy and J. H. Corcoran, Minute 
Clerk \\. F. Huestis and his assistants, Henry 
¿Oliver and DeWitt Mel’ike. Secretary Hamil­ 
ton was not present. 
SPREAD ON THE M1NUTI-. 
Mr. Moffitt—Mr. President and gentlemen of 
the Senate: Impressed with the remarks made 
by our President pro tem. upon the late Gov­ 
ernor Bartlett and our associate Senator Chan­ 
dler. I move that the remarks made by Senator 
White be spread upon the m inutes and printed 
in the Journal. 
The motion prevailed uuautmQusly. 


Mr. Jones—I move, Mr. President, that this 
Senate do now adjourn until to-morrow at 11 
o’clock A. M. CAUCUSES ANNOUNCED. 
The President pro tem.—Before putting the 
motion I will announce that there will be a 
caucus of the Democratic members of the Sen­ 
ate this evening at half-past 7, in room 16 of this 
building. There will be a caucus of the Repub­ 
lican members of the Senate immediately after 
adjournment, in Department Two of the Su­ 
preme Court-rooms. 
LEAVE OF ABSENCE. 
Mr. Wilson—I would like to ask a leave of 
absence for Senator Banks for the balance of the 
week. He has a contest on his hands and has 
to go to San Francisco. 
Senator Jones withdrew his motion tempora­ 
lly to allow the motion tobe put, and the leave 
ol absence was granted Senator Banks bv a 
unanimous vote. 
ADJOURNMENT. 
Mr. Jones—I now renew my motion that the 
Senate do now adjourn until to-morrow at 11 
o’clock A. M. 
Mr. Heacock—I desire to add at the end of the 
motion the w ords: •* Out of respect to the 
memories of Washington Bartlett, late Gov­ 
ernor of this State and A. L. Chandler, late a 
Senator of this State.” 
Mr. Jones accepted the amendment, tho mo­ 
tion prevailed aud at 12:33 p. m. the tenate stood 
adjourned until to morrow at 11 a. m.

Sacramento, January 7 ,1889. 
At 12 o'clock, noon, the Assembly was called 
to order by ex-Chiet Clerk Frank D. Rvan of 
Sacramento.

Prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. Wheeler 
oi Sacramento. 
Alexander of Alameda moved that each mem­ 
ber be permitted to take his seat according to 
roll-call as furnished by the Secretary of state. 
Seconded by Dr. Burwell of Butte. 
The Clerk announced that the members 
would be sworn in in the numerical order of 
their districts, ton at a time. 
The oath of office was administered by Judge 
W. C. Vau Fleet of the Superior Court, Sacra­ 
mento. 
The Clerk announced that the following 
districts were not responded to at roll-call: 
Twenty seventh (J. F. Brown), Twenty-ninth 
(Thomas Muivey), Fifty-eighth (R. S. Johnson), 
Sixty-third (Philo Hersey), Seventy-third (D. W. 
James). 
Coombs of Xapa offered a resolution that the 
standing rules of the twentv-seventh session be 
adopten, changing Rule 1 to" read as iollows :

SEXAT0R STANFORD’S PRACTICAL 
ARGUMENT. 


The Senate U pholds th e M onroe 
D octrine—The Sub-T reasury's 
$10,000 M ystery—E tc.

M ORE PO TEN T TH A N W ORDS. 
Senator Stanford’s E loquent A rgum ents 
in D efen se o f F ruit P rotection. 
W ashington, January 7th.—The Star to-night 
says that Seuator Stanford, without making any 
set speeches, is a scientific woraer who makes 
every stroke tell. The Star says: “ The Repub­ 
lican tariff bill now being discussed in the Sen­ 
ate puts fruits on the free list, and to this the 
majority of the Democrats agree, Mr. Call and 
Mr. Pasco ot Florida being iu a diminutive ma­ 
jority on the fruit question. On this free-fruit 
proposition Senator Stanford has had some­ 
thing to say, but his remarks have neither 
been noisy 
nor lengthy. 
He has done 
more than 
any orator could do, and he 
has 
done it very quietly. 
Day after 
day ices in the Republican cloak-room of the 
Senate a sample, or number of samples, of Cali­ 
fornia fruit products. The sample which was 
there yesterday differs entirely from that w hich 
is on exhibition to-day. On one occasion it may 
be a box of Fresno raisins and haiultuls of de­ 
licious fruit. At another time it will be a bas­ 
ket oi F'resno figs, finer often than any tigs the 
Senators ever saw before. Then it will be 
Riverside oranges, large and luscious, and the 
arrival of a box of the great yéllow beauties is 
whispered around the chamber until every Sen­ 
ator who knows the quality of ' Stanford's 
oranges ’ has buried his lips in their sweet, 
juicy pulp. Bruñes aud grapes are frequently 
to be found in the cloak-room, and even mem­ 
bers of the sub-committee on Finance eat 
thereof and are glad. 
“ W hen everybody has satisfied himself as to 
the tjutility of the fruit which happens to be on 
exhibitiou, then Senator Stanford iucidcutally 
remarks that the fruit-raising industries of the 
I'uited States must be protected from competi­ 
tion oil uneven terms with the fruits of foreign 
lauds. His argument is unanswerable. While 
the Senator from California is engaged in look­ 
ing after the interests of the fruit-raisers of the 
Bacilic coast, he is not unmindful of the beet 
sugar producers, end unless a spirit of liberal 
compromise is developed by those who want to 
cut off the duty on sugar there will be no tariff 
bill passed by the Senate at this session, or at 
least it will not be passed if Senator Stanlord 
can help it. He believes the beet sugar tan be 
produced as cheaply, if not more so. than the 
product ot cane. He claims for it absolute 
purity in combination with a larger percentage 
of sacchariue m atter than in cane sugar, aud 
he fully expects to see the day when the beet 
sugar of California is sold in the Eastern market 
at 1 cents per pound.” 


TH A T M ISSING #10,000. 
T he l'resid en t F eels U ncom fortable O ver 
the Sub-Treasury. 
W ashington, January 7th.—A verv interest­ 
ing phase of the robbery of the Fan Francisco 
Sub-Treasury about three years ago has just 
been developed in Washington. It will be re­ 
membered that when Treasurer Brooks was ap- 
poiiued to succeed Mr. Spauldiug, O. B. Snyder, 
ex-Deputy Comptroller of Currency, visited «an 
Francisco by direction of United States Treas­ 
urer Jordon, to superintend a count of the 
money iu the Sub-Treasury. The funds were 
all right, aud the office turned over to Brooks in 
clean shape. One of the first of Brooks' official 
acts was to remove Cashier Bornemau, who had 
acceptably filled the position for a quarter of a 
century, and Dr. Ames, a brother-in-law ol 
Barclay Henley, was appointed Cashier. Hosts 
of Borneman’s friends appealed to the 1‘resi- 
dent for his reinstatement, and thinking that 
the service would be improved by his retention 
Mr. Cleveland requested Brooks to reinstate 
him.When Bornemau came back into the office, in­ 
stead of insisting that Ames should assist him 
in a count of the money, he made the count 
alone, and disovered a shortage of 810,OX). 
Borneman declared his innocence, and his 
friends asserted that Ames was guilty. Borne­ 
man left his position, and was subsequently in­ 
dicted. 
It is reported here that District Attorney Carey 
lias said that Borneman can never De con­ 
victed, as the evidence of the Government’s 
witnesses will he discredited. Mr. Mayuaid, 
who succeeded Bornemau os Cashier, lost about 
02,809 in about sixteen months' service, owing to 
the incompetynt management of the Fub-Treas- 
ury, and resigned. W hether or or not his suc­ 
cessor is doing any bettter is unknown. At the 
Treasury Department the San Francisco Sub­ 
Treasury is said tobe one of the most ineffi­ 
ciently managed offices in the country. Mr. 
Brooks has asked for a detail of detectives to 
work up the case against Borneman, hut the 
request was refused. After the defa'cation was 
disco* ered Brooks declared that he would never 
make good the money, and with his consent his 
bondsmen should not pay it. He holds that the 
President is personally responsible ior the defal­ 
cation In foisting Borneman ujmn him as 
Cashier, after he had been removed and his suc­ 
cessor selected. 
A singular feature of the case is that the 
President feels very keeuly the position iu 
which he is placed. He knows that uolegal re­ 
sponsibility attaches to him, aud that Brooks’ 
bondsmen arc responsible for the money, which 
has not yet been made good. He directed 
Borneman’s retention for what he considered to 
be the best interests of the public service, but it 
is said that he regrets having interfered in any 
respect with the ajipointment of an officer 
no heavily bonded us is the Fub-Treasurer at 
San Francisco. It is a mystery to Brooks’ 
friend? here why he has rot applied to Congress 
to be relieved of the loss, which occurred 
through no direct fault of his own.

E stim ates of E xpenditures for Pacific 
C oast Im p rovem ents. 
W ashington, January 7th.—The sundry civil 
appropriation bill was reported to the House to­ 
day It appropriates 822,852,996 47, being $5.­ 
721,009 less than the estimates and S3,769,008 less 
than the appropriation for sundry civil expenses 
last year. 
The bill provides that hereafter no plans shall 
be prepared for the construction of any public 
buildiDg till the sit * thereof is bought and paid 
for, and no pians shall then be made for any 
building involving the expenditure of a greater 
grant than the limit of the cost oi the site aiul 
the building. 
The bill also authorizes the Commissioner of 
the Land Office in casesof exceptional difficulty 
in making surveys to make the rates not exceed­ 
ing 810 for lineal mile ft»standard and meander 
lines, 815 Ior township and »12 for section lines. 
Among the items of Pacific coast interest iu 
the bill arc the following: For the construction 
ot vaults to hold silver dollars at San Francisco 
and New Orleans, S6O.C00; for Alaska seal fish 
eries, 813,350; to enforce the provisions of the 
Chinese Restriction Act, $30,009, a reduction of 
$20,000 from the appropriation of last year; Roe 
Island light. «iiisun Bay, 810,000; for hydro­ 
graphic survey of the coast ol California, in­ 
cluding Kan Francisco Bay, triangul&liou and 
topography. $9,003; continuing topographical 
survey of the coast of Southern California, 810.­ 
000; continuing the primary triangulation of 
Southern California, and for connecting the 
same at Mount Connes with the transcontinental 
arc. and for the primar}' base line in the vicinity 
ot I-os Angeles, $9,500: survey of the coast of 
Oregon off shore, hydrography, etc., 810,000: 
Washington Territory, 85,000; exploration of 
waters ol Alaska, e tc , 810,0i0; for Alaska 
boundary survey, $20,000. 


TURTLE BACK . 
P lan s Suggested for a su bm erged G overn­ 
m ent C ruiser. 
W ashington, January 7th.—The Board of 
Naval Officers appointed to consider plans pre­ 
sented by Congressman Thomas lor a new sub­ 
merged cruiser, at 2 o’clock to-day made a re­ 
port to Secretary Whituey in which’they unani­ 
mously agree that these plans are the best ever 
presented to the Department tor a 5,000-tou 
vessel, and reeommeud their adoption. The 
Ians call for a submerged vessel with a turtle 
ack aud steel deck. The vessel to be so ar­ 
ranged that when going into action it cau be 
submerged so that the turtle back and turret are 
the only points above water. 


NOT SO B A D . 
T he E nglish-M ade P lana for the C ruiser 
T exas are A ll R ight. 
W ashington. January 7th.—Assistant Naval 
Constructor Bowles to-day reported to secre­ 
tary Whitney that the plans fur the new ar­ 
mored cruiser Texas had verified the designer’s 
calculations. Thereupon the Secretary directed 
that work on the cruiser at the Nortblk Navy 
Yard, which had beeu suspended, should be 
continued. These are the plans made in Eng­ 
land, and which created such a stir and finally 
led to charges that they were incorrect, and tha't 
all the work on the vessel had beeu wasted. 
When the Secretary learned of these charges lie 
at once ordered Mr. Buwles to make an investi­ 
gation, with the result as above.

W itnesses D eny th e Stories o f W holesale 
O utrages in A laska. 
Washington, January 7th.—Tho Hsuse Com­ 
mittee ou Merchant Marine and Fisheries con­ 
tinued to-day the investigation of Alaska affairs. 
Captain Abbey of the revenue cutter Corwin, 
Lieutenant Nlcholls and Captain Johnson, Gov­ 
ernment Agent at Seal island iu 1887-88, testified.

Jiesolral, That the President be and he is 
lieroby requested to commuuicate this expres­ 
sion of the views of the Government of the 
I nited States to the Governments aud countries 
in Europe.

Ou motion of Allison, the existing order as to 
the vote on the tariff’ bill was extended tor one 
day, in eousequence of this day’s session having 
beer; occupied by the Panama caual resolution, 
so that the vote ou the tariff bill is to he taken 
oil the 22d of Januarv, at one o’clock. Ad­ 
journed.

Washington, January 7th.—In the House to­ 
day, immediately upon convening.

He is a Republican and well-known in Po­ 
mona. He wrote the letter to satisfy himself ot 
the position of the English Government relative 
to the Presidential election, wi hout intent, and 
without expectation of obtaining a letter such 
as he received. 
Osgoodby is worth $29,900, which he made in 
land speculations.

Misfortunes crowded upon him in later days, 
aud u short time ago drove him to seek shelter 
In the hospital, refusing the aid of relatives. 
His daughter is the wile of John T. Hosmer, the 
recently-appointed Assistant District Attorney 
at San Francisco. 


SW IFT .JUSTICE. 
Tho P erpetrator o f a T errible Crim e 
P rom ptly L ynched. 
S e a ttle (W. T.), January 7th.—A Post-Intelli­ 
gencer special from Gilman says: At 5 o’clock 
this morning dynamite was placed and ex­ 
ploded under the two-story house of George 
Bodayla. The house was completely demol­ 
ished, aud two men stopping in the house, 
friends of Bodayla, were instantly killed. A 
little daughter of Bodayla died in an hour from 
her injuries. 
Both of Bodayla’s legs were 
broken Mrs. Bodayla received fatal Injuries. 
The person suspected of the crime is an Ital­ 
ian, who had a quarrel with the Bodayla familv 
last spring,ami was convicted andsent tojail. He 
came back ana made several threats upon the 
lives of the Bodayla family and made an effort 
two weeks apo to blow up the house, but failed, 
simply blowing off the front steps. He is now 
under arrest. There is- great excitement and 
talk of lynching is heard on all sides. 
THE MISCREANT I v v .w ro 
Seattle (W. T.), January 7th.—The Italian 
who blew up Bodayla’s house at Gilman was 
lynched at 1:30 thisaltem oon. 
The two men killed in the explosion are 
brothets, Joliu and Michael Kurvi.:, both Bo­ 
hemians. 
They were hired by Bodavla as 
guards, but as Bodayla had conefcaded to go to 
Son Fraucisco on this morning’s train thev hail 
joined iu the festivities the night before, aud 
went to sleep, instead of guarding the house, as 
usual. 
After the miners had rescued the wounded 
from liie deb.is, they liuntod around and iound 
the bodies of tbs two brothers quite a distance 
from the house, and terribly mutilated. The 
head of John was hanging to" the body by oulv 
a lew shreds of flesh. 
The wounded were two sinaEi children, whose 
shrieks added- horror to tW scene until thev 
were rescued very liaily bruised, but not fatally 
iajurad. 
Bodayla was-brought here Shis afternoon, and 
his iracturedrieg is now being dressed. 
The miners were iionfident at the start as to 
who had committed the terrible crime, but did. 
not lynch shoffoni till tbey had got from his- 
room mate a confession, ehofford had been ouit 
since midnight, though he had feigned sleep, 
and claimeu to have been abed all night. 
It ii evidtnt that quick and complete justice 
lias been administered to the perpetrator ot '-he 
most vicious crime ever recorded in IVastung- 
lon Territory.

A CONFERENCE OF STATES. 


Governor H ill of New York, iu a mes­ 
sage a day or two ago to the Legislature 
of that 8tate, advised conference of States 
with a view to securing uniformity of laws 
relating to divorce. 
If, as is understood, 
he favors transfer of jurisdiction in divorce 
cases to Federal Courts under laws to he 
passed by Congress defining causes of pro­ 
cedure, he is wrong. Such a system does 
not commend itself. 
The tendency to 
centralization of power is sufficiently strong 
now, without the stimulant suggested. It 
is far better for the States to retain juris­ 
diction of causes and actions of divorce. 
But the proposition for a conference of 
States to secure uniformity in divorce laws 
is a wise one. 
It did not originate, how­ 
ever, with Governor Hill. 
“ The Divorce 
Reform League,” of which Judge Davis, of 
New York, was so long the head, advo­ 
cated such a step years ago. There is 
really nothing to be said against it, but 
everything in its favor. 
If such a confer­ 
ence accomplished nothing more than 
gaining the consent of the States to each 
recognize the judgments in divorce ren­ 
dered in the other States, it would be a 
long step in advance, but no reform, ex­ 
cept so far as it removed cause for scandal. 
As it is now, a man may have a lawful 
wife in two or more States at the same 
time, because of the non-recognition of 
judgments based upon unrecognized causes 
in one State that are sufficient to maintain 
a divorce judgment iu others. 
But the proposed conference would prob­ 
ably do a good deal in the way of real re­ 
form by bringing some of the States to 
abandonment of lax systems, and others to 
relaxation of too rigorous policies. 
The 
debate of the subject the sessions of the 
conference would create, in itself would be 
potential in bringing the people to agree­ 
ment. 
There is really and never can be 
any reason why a different law should ob­ 
tain in Nevada from that in North Car­ 
olina concerning divorce. There Ls and 
can be no reason why New York and Cal­ 
ifornia should be so widely apart in the 
matter of causes for separation, and in the 
matters of judgment-penalties and of lim­ 
ited decrees. 
No possible reason can be advanced by 
the citizens of Indiana why their laws 
should be more liberal in permitting sev­ 
erance of the maritial bond than those of 
its next door neighbors, Kentucky, Ohio 
and Michigan. The debate of the ques­ 
tion under the official character of a con­ 
ference of States would, therefore, strik­ 
ingly present the contrasts, conflicts and 
absurdities of the several State laws and in 
itself that would tend to their abolition. 
The people will by such discussion be 
brought into communion with each other, 
and the Legislatures to hereafter meet will 
be very likely to reflect a sentiment tend­ 
ing to bring about harmony of the laws of 
the States, and the result will be in time 
practically one law throughout the Union 
concerning marriage and divorce, while the 
removal of any amount of scandal from the 
American name will follow, and what is 
better, there will be a decided check to the 
divorce current. 
If it were more difficult 
t > enter the divorce courts, a great many 
people who now rush to them on slight 
provocation, would be likely to practice 
greater forbearance toward each other and 
would discover that by practicing patience, 
gentleness and self-sacrifice, happiness niav 
result where at first only misery promises 
in continuance of the union. 
• 
If the New York Legislature adopts Gov. 
H ill’s suggestion and extends the invita­ 
tion to the States to send delegates to a 
conference, it is to lie liojted that the Cali­ 
fornia Legislature will concur. The con­ 
ference involves very small expense, and 
will certainly result in great good. 
If we 
could have State conferences on two or 
three other subjects we would be decidedly 
benefited and a common interest enkindkd 
upon several subjects that is not now fel*. 


AH AECTIC STATION. 


The San Francisco petition presented in 
the Senate bv Senator Stanford for the es­ 
tablishment of a relief station in the Arctic 
Ocean, ought to result in speedy and 
effective action by the Federal Govern­ 
ment. 
A fair sum of the “ surplus” can 
i>e most wisely and humanely expended 
in locating such a station and in its steady 
maintenance. 
It ought to be near a good 
anchorage and a sheltered harbor, and just 
as near as it is possible to get to the early 
line of the ice pack. It should lie equipp d 
with all necessary life-saving apparatus, 
and fitted out with a couple of thorough 
Arctic steam vessels and several launches. 
It should tie well-provisioned, officered by 
men thoroughly familiar 
with Arctic 
service, and provided with medical and 
ship stores in plenty. It would by no 
means be objected if for actual clothing 
and food supplies furnished distressed ves­ 
sels. the Government should exact from 
owners the first cost, with a view of count­ 
eracting any disjiosition l>v owner-outfitiers 
to reiy too much uj-on the contiguity of 
the station to the fishing grounds for sup­ 
plies in case of exhaustion of their own 
stores. 
Every consideration of humanity 
and of Arctic commerce presses for the 
granting of the |-etition. 


the result of a law that is general in its 
application, but that in this and one or 
two other localities, works a great hard­ 
ship. 
In San Francisco there is one Jus­ 
tice of the Peace to every 30,000 of popu­ 
lation ; here we have three to 35,000. 
The proportion is thus shown to be all 
awry. There are not two opinions amcng 
the people of this city about the matter. 
They are of one mind, that both of the 
offices are unnecessary. 
They ask the 
Legislature to relieve them of the burden, 
leaving us the township Justice only, 
where we now have three. 
The saving to 
the city will be annually so material 
a sum as to lie a matter of importance 
iu a community so anxious to devote all 
funds it can spare to permanent improve­ 
ments. 
The request of Sacramento is so 
reasonable, and the hardship of the law so 
undeniable that there ought to be no 
hesitancy whatever on the part of the 
Legislature in aflbrding the relief asked. 


Now that the German Government has 
succeeded in bringing on a conflict of arms 
between Mataafa, the rightful King of 
Samoa, and German marines, near Apia, 
it will be made the excuse by Bismarck for 
sending a large force to Apia to crush out 
Mataafa, and seize the islands. 
Unless 
the United States and England interfere 
to prevent this, and resolutely staud by 
the lawful line of Kings they have recog­ 
nized and treated with, Germany will ac­ 
complish its ends. The Samoans cannot 
stand against the force Germany can send 
against them. 
But England fears Ger­ 
many, and will do nothing; the United 
States is vacillating in course, and will not 
act until too late, and thus the German 
conquest of the finest group in the line is­ 
lands—the midway station between San 
Francisco and A ustralia; the best naval 
and merchant marine shelter in Polynesia— 
will be accomplished.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


SACRAMENTO SCHOOLS. 
IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


T h e B ond Q uestion A gain to th e F r o n t- 
M onthly R ep o rts. 
The City Trustees m et in regular session 
yesterday morning, all the members present. 
E. H. W illiams, Chief Engineer at the 
W ater W orks, reported 19,417,000 gallons 
of water pumped during the past week. 
C hief of Police Tim othy Lee reported 
that during the m onth of December 310 
arrests were made, 90 lodgers were accomo­ 
dated and 1,390 meals furnished. Cash on 
hand at last report, 90 cents; received dur­ 
ing the m onth, $6; paid out daring the 
m outh. $0 05; balance on hand, 25 cents. 
T here were 3,375 arrests made during the 
year ending December 31st. 
N. A. K idder, H arborm aster, reported 
collections for December as follows: Steam­ 
ers, $110; barges, $30; fish m arket and 
levee dues, $10. 
Total, $150. 
Poundruaster Philip Humble reported 23 
cows and 27 dogs im pounded during the 
m onth. The cows were redeemed, as were 
also 10 of the dogs. 
He collected $50 as 
fees. 
A. J. Wilson, Superintendent of City 
Cemeteries, reported that there were 54 
deaths in Sacramento during the m onth of 
D ecem ber; 12 bodies were brought here for 
interm ent and 6 sent to other places. 
He 
collected $20 for the sale of lots and $00 tor 
burial permits. 
J. C. Scroggs, a fireman at the City W ater 
W orks, teudered his resignation. 
Peter 
F lynn was elected to that position. 
J. N. Porter, ex-City Treasurer, appeared 
before the Board and said there was no 
foundation to the rum or made public some 
days since, to the effect that some of the 
city bonds had been paid twice. 
A uditor McKee said he had not cancelled 
coupons of 1861-2-3, as had been stated, 
and had not pasted any in books prior to 
1869. 
H e asked the Board to appoint an 
expert to go over his work and satisfy every 
one that all was straight. 
Mayor Gregory said he was satisfied that 
Judge Beatty was perfectly conscientious, 
and acted from the best motives in bringing 
up matters of this kind, but was sat'sfied 
th at the Judge was reasoning from false 
premises. 
After some discussion on this subject be­ 
tween the members of the Board, they 
decided to employ A. J. Hopper to expert 
the .m atter. 
A* petition was presented asking that 
Seventh, Eighth, N inth, Tenth, Eleventh 
and Twelfth streets be opened from where 
they era" * the north railroad at B. and ru n ­ 
ning menee towards the Twelfth-street 
bridge. 
The Board will hold meetings each day 
during the week, in the City Assessor’s 
office, as a Board of Equalization. 
Claus Anderson 
appeared 
before the 
Board and complained of a frame building 
th at had been erected on the sidewalk on 
the west side of Seventh street, between J 
and K . 
It is a substantial frame structure, 
used as an office for a new transfer com­ 
pany. 
It is unsightly and in violation of 
the sidewalk ordinance. 
It is also within 
the fire lim its and in violation of that 
ordinance. 
Mr. Anderson said he did not 
w ant to stand in the way of a business en­ 
terprise of any kind, but if such things 
were allowed in a very short time the side­ 
walks on the main streets would be im ­ 
passable. 
The Board agreed with him fully. They 
declared the structure a nuisance and 
ordered its removal.

T he City Boaid of Education met at the 
office of the City Superintendent last even­ 
ing. 
P re sen t: Directors Todd, Chipman- 
H opkins and Petrie ; President Conklin in 
the chair. 
The m inutes of the last m eeting were 
read and approved. 
President Conklin said this was the last 
m eeting of the Board of 1888, and they 
should only consider unfinished business. 
Director H opkins moved that the First 
Reader of the State series be used in the 
low eighth grade. Carried. 
THE SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 
City Superintendent of Schools, M. R. 
Beard, made the following report, which 
was adopted and ordered spread upon the 
m in u tes: 
Sacramento, Cqi,, December 31,1888. 
To the City Board of Sducation, Sacramento, 
California—Gentlemen : Conforming to the pro­ 
visions of the regulations of the City Board of 
Education, I herewith submit my report for the 
year ending December 31,1888. 
The total number of schools under control of 
the Board is lourteen—one high school, two 
grammar schools, seven graded and three un­ 
graded primary schools and one night school. 
The school census taken last May shows the 
total number of children between the ages 
of 5 and 17 to be 6,11*3. 
Ot these, 3,108 
are boys and 3,085 are girls. During the year 
2,196 did not attend any school. 
The total 
enrollment at this date is 3,4)6. The enrollment 
December 31, 1887, was 3,269. The enrollment 
in the different kinds of schools is : High school, 
143; grammar schools, 1,082; primary schools, 
2,111: night school, 110. The French class has 
26 pupils. The number studying German is 262. 
The number of teachers employed is 90—in 
the high school 5, grammar schools 26, pri­ 
mary school* 57, night school 2, one special 
teacher of German, who is also Prixaipal of the 
night school. 
The average number of pupils to each teacher 
is : High school 26, grammar schools 45, primary 
schools 37, night school 55.; 
The average dailv attendance for the year 
was : High school 112, grammar schools 900, 
primary schools 1,803. 
Wo have received during the year from tax­ 
ation Í91,043 41: from non-resident tuition, S319; 
other sources, $38. Total, $91,410 41. 
'I he expenditures were for teachers’ satanes, 
$65,945 95; janitors, $5,919 50: 
fuel, $1,814 0¡; 
books and 
stationery. $2,183 07; 
insurance, 
$1,187 25; furniture, $368 25; repairs, $1,391 63; 
miscellaneous, S’,562 08; total,$81,401 74. 
The cost per pupil by reason of teachers’ 
salaries was, on the average daily attendance, 
$63 for the high school, $.’5 17 for grammar 
schools, $18 30 for primary schools, aud $6 43 
for night school. 
The cost per pupil for all the schools,jfor both 
tuition and incidentals, was $28 31. 
Language is best acquired by the youthful 
mind, aud the gradual extension of the study of 
German to the primary grades would te desir­ 
able. 
I therefore recommend that a beginuing be 
made in this direction by joining the fifth 
giade to the classes already enjoying the benefit 
of that instruction. 
The obvious importance of vocal music in the 
schools has received its due recognition by m ak­ 
ing it an obligatory branch of school discipline. 
Yet has the purpose of the intent failed of its 
consummation by reason of want of teachers. 
T he necessity of a special teacher in that pleas­ 
ing, grateful and humanizing discipline of vocal 
music I herewith most strongly urge upon your 
early attention. 
The foundation for good or for bad penman- 
sbiu is lastingly laid in the primary grades, 
and the employment of a teacner of penman­ 
ship in those grades I consider of grave im­ 
portance. 
Your attention is called to the necessity of 
immediately providing more school room in the 
eastern part of the city. 
Under the provisions of the law as it now 
stands, the Board of Education is authorized to 
furnish free, to the pupils attending the public 
schools, stationery only. The American idea of 
equality, it appears to me, is sadly infringed by 
our present method of furnishing text books 
free to the children of indigent parents, and 
the list of stationery should be so amplified as 
to include text books and copy-books as well. 
An official communication therefore, on the 
part of your City Board of Education to the 
proper committee of the Legislature, now in 
session, advocating the advisability of the en­ 
actment of a law authorizing Boards of Educa­ 
tion generally to furnish all school supplies— 
text-booSs included, free to all the pupils at­ 
tending the public schools—would be a step in 
the proper direction. With such a law on our 
statutes, our public school would then become 
as it should be, truly a free school for all the 
people, aud the invidious discrimination ot 
rich and poor will be eliminated, at least, from 
the happy age of childhood. Very respectfully,

W hereas, The retirement of some of the 
members ol the Board—Messrs. Conklin, Petrie 
and Hopkins—presents a suitable opportunity 
of expressing the esteem in which we hold 
them as faithful officers, therefore be it 
Resolved, That the thanks of this Board and 
this community are due these gentlemen for the 
able and impartial manner iu which they have 
uniformly discharged their duties. 
Resoireit, That the retirement of our President 
if a subject of sincere regret, aud that he car­ 
ries with him, on leaving the position which he 
has so ably and satisfactorily filled, the re­ 
Sards aud earnest good wishes not only of this 
¡oard but all who have had occasion to trans­ 
act official business with him. 
Resolved, That the remaining associates of 
these gentlemen on the Board regard their re­ 
tirement with regiet, and that we will ever re­ 
member the interest they have taken in our 
work, and whatever pursuits they may be eu 
gaged in. we heartily wish them success. 
The Superintendent put the motion, and 
the resolutions were adopted. 
Director H opkins made a lengthy fare­ 
well address, in which he asked his suc­ 
cessor to visit the schools often. He said a 
member of the Board of Education who 
did his whole duty did more than a Super­ 
visor who received $75 per month, while a 
member ot the Board of Education only 
performed a " labor of lo v e/’ 
Mr. Petrie also made a short address, 
saying that he retired from the Board con­ 
scious of the fact that he had at all times 
performed his duty honestly, correctly, and 
to the best of his ability. In retiring, he 
desired to return thanks to the Superin 
teudent and members of the Board, for the 
uniform courtesy that had been showp 
him at all times. 
President Conklin, in retiring, said ne 
thanked the Board 
for the resolutions 
passed, and for the uniform courtesy he 
had received at ail times from the Superin­ 
tendent and his associate Directors.

The Execu.:' ve Committee of the Im- 
provemenf Association helJ “ meeting last 
evening, C. Green presiding, and a large 
□umber present. 
C. A . Luh:s reported th at the m atter 
of cutting trees from the norfb levee, and 
thereby exposing it to danger /ro m action 
of high water, had been in vestigak.4 further 
by him ; th at the cutting had bee n com­ 
pleted, and nothin? now could Ire <k 'n? t0 
rectify the evil. After discussion the Sec­ 
retary was, on motion, instructed lo re‘ 
quest the Board of City Trustees to pass a n 
ordinance prohibiting, in future, the cut­ 
ting of brush or trees from the city levees, 
at any place, without consent first obtained 
of the said Trustees. 
O. S. Flint, Manager of the Perm anent 
Exhibition m aintained under the Associa­ 
tion’s charge, made his m onthly report 
and recommended that other counties be 
urged to join in m aking a more complete 
display, and also to contribute to the sus­ 
tenance fund. The recommendation was 
discussed at some leDgtb, and in this con­ 
nection Mr. Green stated that the Exposi­ 
tion Committee had given notice that the 
salary of the Manager would be reduced (in 
consideration of the lim ited income of the 
Association) to $50 per month, commencing 
on the 1st inst. H e was in favor of inter- 
esling adjoining counties. 
Mr. F lint gave instances of the good re­ 
sults of the exhibition, wherein people ar­ 
riving from the East had visited it, and 
subsequently 
purchased 
lands 
in this 
county and have become residents. The 
names of several of them were given. 
J. O. Coleman thought the exhibition 
had not been put upon the high plane of 
usefulness that was originally intended and 
hoped for, and the necessary steps should 
be taken to reach the desired point of 
effectiveness. To this end he moved that 
instead of reducing the manager's salary, it 
be continued at $100 another month; that 
the manager be granted the necessary leave 
of absence to enable him to visit adjacent 
counties and present the advantages to be 
derived from the Exposition m aintained at 
this point, with a view to procuring the de­ 
sired contributions in exhibits and funds 
to aid in 
making and m aintaining an 
effective display, aud that he be allowed 
necessary expenses in carrying out this 
plan. The motion, after rem arks by sev­ 
eral present, was adopted. 
Mr. Luhrs presented the subject of pro­ 
curing such am endm ent to our street laws 
(knowu as the Vrooman Act) as would 
enable the Trustees to carry out desired 
city improvements w ithout being blocked 
by those who were not desirous of having 
streets improved. The question of am end­ 
ing the law and the necessity of ptishiog 
forward the im provem ent of city streets 
was discussed by J. M. Avery, C. H . Cum­ 
mings, J. \V. Wilson, J. O. Coleman, C. 
Green, G. W. Hancock and others, and 
finally, upon motion of Mr. ColemaD, a 
special meeting of the Association was ap­ 
pointed for next Monday evening to con- 
s;der the subject of street im provement 
and the street law. 
Mr. Avery thought now was an opportune 
tim e for the Association to take steps for 
the im provement the coming sum m er of 
some of the streets that are so bad during 
the rainy season, and believed that if a pe­ 
tition was circulated in winter for grading 
and graveling G street, it would meet with 
practically little opposition. 
Mr. Cummings related an instance which 
occurred a year or two ago concerning 
N inth street. At that time the street be­ 
came 
almost 
impassable 
during 
wet 
weather. One day lie met a resident of the 
street, who expressed great anxiety to have 
that thoroughfare graded and graveled. 
Unexpectedly a notice of intention to im ­ 
prove the street was soon after issued by 
ihe Trustees, and this same man, who 
had been 
so 
anxious 
to 
have the 
grading 
and 
graveling 
done, signed 
a 
protest 
which 
was 
presented 
to 
the Trustees against the proposed improve­ 
m ent. W hen Mr. Cummings, in his sur­ 
prise, asked the man why he signed the 
protest after saying what he had in favor 
of improving the street, he replied that if 
he did not sign it " several of the people 
owning property on the street would not 
trade with him .” 
Mr. Hancock thought that if an am end­ 
m ent was necessary to the present law, 
authority ought to be procured for the im ­ 
provement of the principal roads extending 
from the city into the country, by which 
the city should pay one-third of the ex­ 
pense of grading and graveling, toe county 
one-third, and the adjacent property-owners 
the rem aining third. 
Mr. Cummings replied that he had just 
paid upwards of $550 as his part of the ex 
pense of improving N inth street, and he 
did not propose to aid in paying one-lbird 
of tne cost of grading and graveling the 
roads agaiu6t other people’s property out 
in the country. Others spoke upon the 
suggestion made by Mr. Hancock, but none 
favored it. 
A continued interesting discussion upon 
the question of street improvements, what 
has been accomplished since the Im prove­ 
m ent Association was organized, and what 
needed still to be done, was engaged in by 
a large num ber present. 
The Secretary, Justice C. \V. Baker, 
teudered the use of his office, 614 I street, 
opposite the H all of Records, for the use of 
the Association in which to hold its meet­ 
ings, and the offer was accepted. 
A vote of 
thanks was extended to Clinton L. W hite 
and G. G. I’ickett for use of the Board of 
Trade rooms, where the Association m eet­ 
ings have of late been held.

Beyond 
this, if it should become necessary to go outside 
of the service for men in any capacity, it is our 
intention to select the best men available, and 
in making selections not to exclude those who 
were engaged in the strike of February 27th, if 
they are the best men available, and provided 
they have not since been guilty of violence or 
other improper conduct.

F a c ts th a t A dd to flie M ystery o f th e

mystery. It declares that the company’s first 
President, R. M. Woodworth, misappropriated 
a lar.e amount of the company’s funds and was 
torced 'o resign by W. H. Cottereil. who sue- 
ceedelhim aud managed to get lid o fa llh is 
stock at an honest figu'e. and significantly says: 
“It now appears that in in 1876 one Wm. Harry 
Cottereil decamped from New York with over 
840,000 intrusted to him by the clients for in­ 
vestment. Cottereil was unable to return to 
this country until after the death of the swin­ 
dled clients.” 


some additional facts. 
New York, January 7th.—It is stated this 
afternoon that President Cottereil and Treas­ 
urer Robertson both succeeded in disposing of 
all their stock before the exposure came. They 
were pricipally instrumental in getting EnglLsh 
subscriptions to the stock. President Cottereil 
is supposed to have received 82.000,000 lor his 
stock. Robertson, when interviewed, expressed 
g'eat astonishment at the stories about Cotter- 
ell’s earlier career. 


ALL A B O lf A SQUAW. 


A F o u r-C o rn ered In d ian F ig lit in W hich 
A ll W ere K illed . 
_ Blackfeet Agency (via St. Louis), January 
7th.—A courier reached here last evening from 
the Sweet Grass Hills with the news of a four- 
cornered duel to the death that occurred ou 
Wednesday last between a ouartet of Gros Ven­ 
tres and River Crow Indians'. 
The struggle occurred about sundown on Jan­ 
uary 2d on the banks of Cottonwood creek, in 
the foothills. Three of the reds were killed 
outright and the fourth was so seriously slashed 
that he died on Friday night. 
it appears thut for several months Spotted 
t og, a Gros Ventre brave, had been holding 
communication with the squaw of Louis Dion, 
a “ squaw man ” connected with the River Crow 
tribe. Dion came from Manitoba. He made no 
objection to the visits of Spotted Dog ; in fact, 
he rather encouraged them. 
spotted Dog came so often that, finally, he 
was warned to keep away from theeam pbya 
young Indian named Willow, the brother of 
Dion’s squaw. Spotted Dog paid no attention to 
the warning, and on Wednesday, after visiting 
the squaw, he set out with a companion on a 
hunting expedition up Cottonwood creek. The 
couple were followed by Wiitow and a voting 
half-breed named Joe llunks. 
When about thirty miles from the Crow camp 
Willow and the half-breed caught up with Spot­ 
ted Dog and his companion and commanded 
them to halt. An altercation ensued, which 
resulted in a challenge lrom Spotted Dog to 
have it out then and there. 
The challenge was accepted, and depositing 
their guns and blankets on the bank of the 
creek the gladiators drew their knives and 
-quarod away fur the fight. Spotted Dog and 
Aillow were pitted against each other. At the 
first lunge Willow buried his knile in the mus­ 
cles of his antagonist’s right arm, disabling him. 
The fight lasted half uu hour, and at the con­ 
clusion spotted Dog, Willow and the hnlf-breed, 
Hunks, were dead or dying, and the surviving 
Gres Ventre, bleeding from several wounds,was 
ban.ly able to mount his pony aud ride to the 
camp, where he made known the result of the 
battle, and subsequently died of his wounds. 
The affair has created a great deal ot bad 
feeling between the Inuians, and further trouble 
is teated. 
Several of the Gros Ventre: have gone to 
Plegan I’ostotlice and purchased large quan­ 
tities of ammunition, and it is surmised that 
they mean to avenge the death of spotted Dog. 
Agent K. A. Allen lias taken precautions to 
prevent any of the Blackleet 
leaving this 
Agency. Word will be sent to Agent Lincoln at 
Gros \ entre Agency to adopt similar measures 
to prevent a conflict. 


S1N G D I.4R OCCURRENCE. 


A K rak em a n B u tted F rom a C ar by a 
G oat an d K illed. 
Laramie City (Wyo.), January 7th.—An over­ 
land fait freight train, which got here early 
yesterday morning, brought the mangled body 
ot James Sumner, a Union Pacific brakeman, 
who had been thrown from tho top of a train, 
while running at a high rate of speed, by agoat. 
-Jhe animal belonged to a “ Daddy Nolan” 
barn storming company and got on the train at 
C beyenne.it is supposed, from a low shed ad- 
joinlue the water-lank. 
The goat was called 
"Oleo" and was traiued to clear the stage at a 
signal in the third act ot the play. 
After the 
train left Cheyenne "Oleo" chewed awhile on 
Ihe belt rope which ran along the top of the car 
and then drove two of the bratcm an to the ca­ 
boose where they remained in mortal terror, be­ 
lieving the animal was a wildcat. 
Sumuer was 
ou the trout of the train and had not sccu the 
goat until the latter rushed at him full tilt. In 
the darkness he staggered, lost his balance and 
fell from the train. 
His companions, peerine over the top of the 
ear. saw his lamo go out 
They could not nop 
the train, as the beli cord had been chewed in 
two. The goat’s further grazing on the cord, 
however, rang the bell in The eugiue-cab. The 
train was stopped nnd run back. Sumner’s 
body was cot much mangled, but his neck was 
broken, 
a cowboy lassoed the goat when the 
train arrived here and the Coroner ordered him 
to the pound {rending the inquest. 


SCENE IN COUKT. 


A C htrngo L aw yer T alk s P lain ly to a 
W eak -K n eed Ju d g e . 
Chicago, January 7th.—During the argument 
in Judge Tuiey’s Court to-day, in the matter of 
ihe application of the Anarchists for an injunc­ 
tion to prevent the police from breaking uppub- 
lic meetings of the so-called Arbeiter Bund, the 
proceeedings were enlivened by a warm speech 
made by attorney Knight, Assistant Corporation 
counsel. Judge Tuley had been putting some 
hypothetical cases and asking some questions 
that seemed to Indicate that lie favored giving 
the A rbt iter Bund a chance. After considera­ 
ble discussion the Judge said : 
•• I know as well as anybody that a tight rein 
must be drawn on violence, and that disorder 
must be held with an iron band, but I know 
fully 
well that the police must not be allowed 
to overstep the limits of reason and law. The 
police are apt to gtow in the belief that they are 
not guardians of the peace, but autocrats, and 
that their power ,8 unlimited.’’ 
LAWYER kNIGHT’S RETORT. 
Mr. Knight arose and said: “ That might be, 
but if the police do exceed the bounds oi their 
authority they are answerable to the Courts. 
But, your Honor, you nre tailing Into the same 
run that the Master in Chancery tumbled into. 
You are laying, in effect, ' 1 believe wbat these 
Anarchists say when they aver that they are 
assembling for peaceable purposes, and I do not 
believe w hat the police say wnen they aver that 
these people are meeting lor unlawful purposes.' 
Of more import to the people ol this State aud 
cily than interference with the meetings of a 
few rabid Anarchists is the principle that no 
Court shall interfere with the executive admin­ 
istration of affairs by a cily Goternmem. In 
this matter the Executive says: 'I believe these 
men are criminals, doing—or seeking to do— 
as did spies and Parsons.’ Believing this, the 
Mayor puts up a bar against these men, as 
SO MANY RATTLESNAKES, 
Who prevent millions of dollars from coming to 
this city in the way of capital. The Mayor has 
adopted the course of not waiting until blood is 
spilled, as was done under ihe Harrisou ad­ 
ministration, but of suppressing Anarchistic 
plots in their hud. You dare not. r.uless you 
usurp the {sowers of the r xecutive, grant this 
Injunction. You will not say : ’I, as Chancellor, 
will let these rattlesnakes hatch the r eggs ot 
devilish anarchy.’ It makes a patriot's blco I 
boil—that the»e criminals from a foreign a dl 
should have tbe impudent* to first plot to de­ 
stroy the laws, and tnen seek its protect on. I 
believe your honor bas too much respect tor the 
decency, the tood order aud the dignity of the 
Executive of this great city to grant such an u - 
junction.” 
WHICH “ RII.ES” TBE COVF.T. 
Judge Tnley had listened to this speech qui­ 


etly, though several times the color came and 
went in hia face. When Knight had finished, 
the Judge said: “The remarks of counsel are 
too intemperate for a legal a-gument. Public 
opinion never has and never will determine the 
law as it is laid down from this bench. If peo­ 
ple who come to this country are the veriest 
criminals that Europe or any other country ever 
produced—and whether they are foreigners or 
not—they have equal rights in protection from 
imposition and the protection which the law 
affords. There is no danger that this Court will 
exceed its jurisdiction. It may be that it is as 
important that free speech and the right of 
peaceful assembly sball not be trampled into 
the dust, as that the police force should be per­ 
petuated in a power which appears to be ex­ 
treme and autocratic. l* t the Court stand ad­ 
journed till to-morrow morning.” 


CONSECRATED GROUND.
